It is a bright 
and remarkably well-edited sheet, and wonid com­ 
pare not nnfavorably with many of the moré pre­ 
tentions jonm als of the Atlantie céast. It Is one of 
the marvels of American Joamallmi, how snch a 
neatly printed and ably eondnoted news sheet comes 
from the ntidst of a terrlfoiw, which a year ago was 
Inhabited only by Indians and wBd attimals.** 


The Railway people have indicated 
the terms on which they can' settle this 
towDsite trouble. Their lawyer is satis­ 
fied that thejre is $10 other way than the 
way indicated. He is met , by people 
who claim to sympathize wiA the ob­ 
jects of the Company and who admit 
that the prices named and the terms in­ 
dicated are not unreasonable, unjust, or 
oppressive, but because the Attorney in­ 
sists in conducting his case in his own 
way instead of adopting their manner, 
they are determined to beat him,* and 
boast of their ability and disposition to 
to do so. While this is not the language 
of the committee, it is the sentiment of 
atle|tet some of them, or we misunder- 
stooa a conversation whei'e misunder­ 
standing seemed impossibloi^They want 
the Railroad Company to bear all the 
expense of contesting; to compromise 
with Mr. Hackett and everybody else; 
and then let the people determine wheth­ 
er the R.R. shall have the title,or wheth 
er they will keep it,forcing the Company 
to go to the courts to sustain their 
rights, if the people refuse to join in the 
petition. 
The Railroad people say 
“Give us the petition which we regard 
as a necessary preliminary.to gaining 
title, and then we can settle this ques­ 
tion,” and until this is done they can 
not do anything. Just so long as this 
petition is witheld, just so long this 
question will remain unsettled. 


It is urged that the N. P. is bankrupt 
and could not move the track if it 
would, therefore it is safe to keep up 
this towpsite contest. There is fifty 
thousand dollars waiting for investment 
in Bismarck town lots the moment title 
can be had; it would cost less than ten 
thousand dollars to make all the change 
necessary, besides the company is not 
so poor as some think. True they have 
defaulted in the payment of their Janu­ 
ary and July interest, but during the 
last season they have retired in bonds 
three times the amount of their inter­ 
est, so that while they owe less than 
they did a year ago, their property is 
worth as much as then. As to the road 
changing hands, a receiver can not be 
appointed for three years yet, and be­ 
fore that time comes about, the earn­ 
ings of the road will pay its expenses 
and interest too. 


“Nobby” Collins reported on the 
streets tho other day that he had just 
come from the T r ib u n e office, and that 
Col. L. said if they could only get 
Hackett out of the way, the Railway 
people would “have no trouble in get­ 
ting rid of the other fellows,” meaning 
the citizens. The fact that Collins has 
not been in the T r ib u n e office for two 
months, perhaps is immaterial. Mr. L. 
said to him on the streets that if the 
ci.izens could giét the Puget Sound Com­ 
pany to step aside, then, “if Hackett 
and these other fellows,” meaning other 
pre-emptors, could be got out of the 
way, the citizens would have no trouble 
in towns!ting for themselves. Until this 
is accomplished, the work of their com­ 
mittee will be in vain.

The “Committee” claim to bave^ saved 
the town fifteen thousand dollars by 
forcing a revision of the schedule of 
prices for lots. Now, if they will turn 
iu and secure the settlement of the con* 
test, they will give to every man claim­ 
ing lots on which Improvements have 
been made, from one 
to five hundred 
dollars; the increased value that a set­ 
tlement of the difficulty will cause—and 
give employment to' mechanics and la­ 
boring men, give business to the mer­ 
chants, and start the town on the road 
to prosperity. Now the town is nearly 
lifeless and ean only drag along a mis­ 
erable existencf, with no prospect of 
anything, any better so long as this 
doubt and uncertainty exists. 


Notices are posted warning Mr. White 
to leave town. This does . not scare 
White nor does it settle the townsite. 
Thuraday evening of last week five raen 
cooscvgated in one of the Saloons, and 
.laid plana fo# waylaying Col. Sweet 
The Ocl hadjtbeir names and the Teaolt 
of Uieir planing that evening. 


Messrs. Pye and Hobart, of the citi 
zens committee, having fenced in some 
eighteen lots, at the time of the lot 
excitement, last winter, which were 
geneiaily understood to be for ilr. Pye, 
and were^o regarded by the editur, the 
allusions to lot Jumping in last week’a 


T r ib u n e were believed to be justifiable. 
Whatever Mr. Pye\motives may be, we 
believe, he was interposing his object­ 
ions, as some others are surely doing, 
to promote his own interest, regardless 
of the rights or interests ol others. His 
friends say we were wholly mistaken 
in the facts relating to the “jumped 
lots;” and misunderstind him; that of 
the lots fenced in he claims but two, 
and to these none dispute his right. 
We hope we \fere misinformed and 
mistaken. 


Ooe thing has been developed within 
the past few days. The people will 
either petition for townsiting in favor 
of the railroad company or they will 
insist on townsiting in their own name; 
they will fight Mr. Hackett and Proctor 
as relentlessly and more uncompromis­ 
ingly than the railway people. 
When 
Mr. Hackett did his level best to excite 
the people against the railway he only 
added fuel to the fiames, and did his 
part toward r.obbing him of all chanoe 
for a compromise. He will never gain 
title to one foot of this land except 
through a compromise, for the law is 
against him, the facts are against him, 
the sentiment of the people is against 
him, and so is every consideration of 
justice. 


It'is not pretended that the railway 
company ask an excessive price for 
Bismarck lots, or are oppressive in any 
manner in their terms. Even those of 
the citizens who are fighting them the 
hardest say they want the railway com­ 
pany to manage the townsite, but object 
to the manner of'their getting title, al­ 
leging that a 
principle is involved. 
We should think there was;—& great 
deal of principle and no small amount 
of interest. 


E. H. Bly, of Brainerd, is ready to 
bind himself to erect a fifteen thousand 
dollar hotel, similar to the Headquarter 
Hotel in Brainerd, at Bismarck next 
spring, if the townsite contest is settled 
this fall so be can make arrangements 
during the winter, and if he can get 
the lots which he wants and which arc 
now unoccupied and unclaimed. 


Just as long as the townsite quarrel 
is kept up, so long will Bismarck be 
kept down, and the poorer class of peo­ 
ple will be kept without employment* 
Settle this question and capital will 
come in and seek investment, buildings 
will be erected, and labor will find em­ 
ployment.

R I V E R N E W S . 
The FonteneWe returned from Fort 
Peck on Monday, bringing 2,100 sacks . 
of silver ore, (about 120 tons,) and 20 
barre’s of whisky and 40 cases of alco­ 
hol left at Fort Peck by the Western, 
for T 0. Powers & Co., Fort Benton. 
The alcohol and whisky was ordered oft' 
the reservation, and to save it. Captain 
Brafthwaite brougtit it down. On the 
way up the Fontenelle took 50 tons of 
freight left by the May Lowry at Bu­ 
ford, and made two trips to Fort Peck, 
landing her own and the May Lowry's 
cargo at that point, returning with 
probably tho largest load ever brought 
down tho river on so low a stage of 
water. 
The May Lowry made one trip to Car­ 
roll, bringing away a full load of ore 
and furs, a part of which was transfer­ 
red to the Fontenelle. She is expected 
to arrive at Bismarck to-day, and that ■ 
will end the boating on the Upper Mis­ 
souri for this year. 
The Fontenelle remained three days 
at Fort Peck; waiting for a Diamond K 
train from Carroll loaded with ore, but 
dared wait no longer, so that some ore 
will remain over at Fort Peck for the 
winter, and probably a small amount at 
Carroll. About 20C tons, not to exceed 
that, of Diamond R freights remain 
here. The perishable articles have been 
put in cellars for safe-keeping, and no 
loss except the unavoidable delay will 
result. 
Capt. Braithwaitc will close up mat­ 
ters here and leave for St. Louis in a 
few daya.

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T B B T O W N S I T E C O N T E ST . 


For the benefit of outsiders, the fol 
lowing statement of fact ia relation to 
the Bismarck townsite contest is given: 
In the Spring of 1872, when the 
Northern Pacific was about being ex­ 
tended west of the Red River,the agente 
of the Puget Sound Company, which 
had entered into a contract with the 
Railroad Company, under its old man­ 
agement, for the handling of all the 
townsites along the Northern Pacific 
Railroad from Lake Superior to Puget 
Sound, commenced operations, looking 
to the location of a townsite at the 
crossing of the Missduri River. Jack­ 
man, who had been in the employ of 
the Railway Company, had examined 
private plats from which he learned the 
exact point where they expected to cross 
the river. Acting on this information 
he came out here with five men to hold 
claims, but it so happened that four of 
the five, including himself, located on 
what afterwards proved to be railway 
lands. 
The agents of the Puget Sound Com­ 
pany followed. them up, and laid out 
the present site ef Bismarck a few days 
later, at a point 
miles from the river 
and east and south of Jackman’s claims. 
Later in the season, Burleigh City was 
was laid out by Burleigh and others, 
and Burleigh took the responsibility of 
grading the track to this point, though 
the business at the “Crossing,’’ as Bis­ 
marck was then called, remained at the 
present location of the town, and Bur­ 
leigh City proved to be on railway lands 
when the survey was made. 
After the grade was made to Burleigh 
City, and the surveys made Jackman’s 
men, excepting MajorWoods, abandoned 
their claims,and Jackman went East,and 
was gone some nine mpnths. The next 
spring the grade was changed from 
Burleigh City to Bismarck, and Jack­ 
man, who had succeeded in getting 
some St. Paul parties interested with 
him, and secured, as he supposed, a fat 
Government 
appointment, 
returned, 
and then for the first time Mr. Hackett’s 
claim to the townsite was made public 
though he had been living here one 
year. Before this he was understood 
to have a claim on Apple Creek, on 
which ho made. some improvements. 
About this time the plate had been re- 
turq|d to the Land Office, and Uackett, 
Pennell, Joyl and Tippie made pre­ 
emption filings on the quarter section 
now occupied by Bismarck. 
The county was then unorganized 
and no townsite filings could be made 
as th^re was no Judge through whom 
to make it, and the Puget Sound Com­ 
pany were not adverse to one of the 
pre-emptors proving up,hoping through 
him to obtain title by a short cut in­ 
stead of waiting for a county organiza­ 
tion and the subsequent action of the 
people, though they never for a moment 
abandoned their townsite programme, 
ft ^as found, however, that the Regis­ 
ter of the Pembina office had been 
brought into the Land Ring, organized 
by Jackman, and he would not allow 
the parties to prove up until after the 
plats bad been filed three months, and 
then required, we believed, thirty days 
notice to bo given, throwing the con­ 
tests which up to that time appeared to 
ho wholly between the pre-emptors, late 
into September. 
They were to come 
off on the 35tb, 26th and 27th, but the 
Register of the Land Office purposely 
absented himself, arriving after the 
townsite people had left, when he open­ 
ed the case and took the evidence of 
Mr. Hackett, who desired to prove up 
on one quarter section, and that of Mr. 
Proctor, who desired to prove up on the 
other, and the Receiver took their mon­ 
ey, but repudiated the action of the 
Register. He dissented from the report 
of the Register in Mr. Hackett’s case, 
but in the case of Proctor both agreed 
to re|)ort adversely, the Receiver signed 
the report in blank which the Register 
afterwards filled up with a favorable 
report; a report which the Receiver 
never saw and never knew of until 
sometime afterwards, and the next day 
started for Washington to lobby the 
thing through, claiming to be a special 
pet of the Secretary of the Interior. 


He never retaraed, and 
forced to 
resign because Of hk^, conjO^tion with 
this case; añd'the Becefverwasremoved 
for other causes, so that from the day 
after the proof was token in Hackett 
and Proctor’s cases there was no íaiiá 
office before which the matter could be 
brought until the Bismarók o£^ce was 
openéd on the 12th of October, 1874,— 
over a year afterwards. 
In the meantime a Bismarck mer­ 
chant w’ho was familiar with all the 
facte in the case, made an affidavit to 
the effect that at the time Messrs.Hack 
ett and Proctor came into the country 
the land in question was occupied as a 
townsite and for* purposes of trade 
This was accompanied by a list of busi 
ness houses and of improvements pub 
lished in the Bismarck T r ib u n e, but 
without thought of this use, and other 
evidences on which the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office ordered a 
rehearing, and plainly pointed out the 
fact that if this was true the town must 
be entered under the towniite law. 
But the order of the Commissioner 
was not obeyed and the Bismarck office 
having been, in the meantime, estab 
lished, the whole thing was relegatec 
to that office. 
The Puget Sound people came here 
and occupying land not claimed by any 
one or occupied by any, laid out 
townsite, establishing an office, appoint­ 
ed an agent, and commenced the sale ol 
lots, one month bef re Mr. Hackett,who 
i.s the principai contestant, and regard­ 
ed by Jackoian as his special patron, 
came into the country, and one year 
as we beiieve, before he maae any pre­ 
tentions to claiming the townsite. All 
of the first settlers applied to their 
agent for lots, many of them paying 
money on a contract to give deed as 
soon as title could be obtained. Mem­ 
bers of the townsite committee so ap­ 
plied, and Mr. Proctor bought the lojs 
on which his house now stands, and 
afterwards gave a Quit Claim Deed of 
them and his improvements, to Col. 
Sweet. Applications for lots continued 
to be made, no orie thinking of obtan- 
ing them otherwise, until about all 
laid out were taken, vyhen jumping 
obtained and several choice lots were 
jumped, and others rented;—one lot wo 
have in mind rented at$100 per month. 
When the townsite was laid out the 
land was’unsurveyed; then for several 
months the plats were not filed, and the 
county was unorganized. 
When the 
county was organized an attorney of the 
adverse interest was appointed Judge 
of Probate, and not until after he quit 
the office was any attempt made to se­ 
cure title under the townsite law, for 
the reason that an attempt^would have 
been in vain. 
To keep their Judge in office, a gigan- 
tie fraud was perpetrated, and an elec­ 
tion return was brought in, the poll 
list bearing 263 fictitious names, and 
the return was counted; this would-be 
Judge occupying a leading position on 
the canvassing board. 
In Januaiy last the present Judge 
took his seat and he was asked to make 
the proper filing under the townsite 
laws, and the people to join in a peti­ 
tion for the disposition of the property. 
The petition asked that the Judge of 
Probate deed to those holding contracts 
from the townsite company, or from 
Sweet, the lots so contracted, and the 
residue to Geo. W. Sweet, agent for the 
Puget Sound Company. 
Then “a mice was smelled,*’ and some 
citizens insisted that Sweet was trying 
to beat them out of their rights, and 
also the Puget Sound Company; that 
he was gobbling everything for Himself; 
—and the Lord only knows what they 
didn’t get into tbeir heads. 
Lots were jumped on every hand and 
frames for, buildings, and shanties; 
sprungTup as if by magic. A committee 
was appointed, two of whom had jump­ 
ed and fenced in for themselves and 
friends eighteen lots, and the idea ob­ 
tained that the citizcnsowned this thing, 
and that they could just as well have 
the lots occupied by them at ten dol­ 
lars each as to pay the price the Puget 
Sound Company would ask, j^rhile the 
residue could be sold, and with the 
proceeds fire engines could be bought, 
water works constructed, court houses 
erected, etc. 
By some it was held that if the Rail­ 
road Company should get the townsite 


they woaid not eare, bat the hated 
to some éKtent, jqstlj hated,) 
Soand Company would get it, 
than all. Sweet would poc^t the c^n- 
cerb, and that was horrible, l ^ a s e 
Jackman had .poraistentlj ^70^ 
Sweet was one o t them things, a liar, 
sneak, a land-grabber, &c., and by two 
or three, Jackman was esteemed an hon­ 
orable man. 
The Railroad Company was referred 
to, and the Land Department replied 
that they knew nothing about Sweet, 
and the agent and his employees were 
directed to have nothing tofdo with the 
matter, and so the petition fell to the 
ground. • 
The Psget Sound Company was, to 
some extent, a creature of corruption 
organized somewhat after the plan of 
the Credit Mobilier of the Union Paci­ 
fic. That was organized to build the 
roads, this to manage the townsites. 
They were to have such lands as they 
wanted for townsite purposes at a givdd 
price per acre, and expected to gain ad­ 
joining lands by the location of script, 
and by purchase. 
This is not the time or place for a 
chapter on the corruption which pre 
vailed in the management of the N. P. 
up to the spring of 1872, or on the bad 
management of the Puget Sound Com­ 
pany. Enough is known in relation to 
these matters; but -the old officers of 
the N. P. were removed from President 
down, and a new era commenced. The 
contract with the Puget Sound Company 
was broken, and townsites were allowed 
to spring up where they would, and a 
movement was started by the N. P. to 
get possession of the stock of the Puget 
Sound Company and close it out. Just 
as this was about to he consummated 
the panic came, and the bonds which 
members of the company were to receive 
for their stock were nearly worthless— 
the townsite property was not. The 
railroad people kept to work at ic, how-, 
ever, and in August. 1874, succeeded in 
getting a majority of the stock, and 
they now control the property of that 
company, and as a result the prices of 
Bismarck lots-’have been put down so 
low that even the citizen’s committee 
do not object to the prices asked. 
Having closed out, practically, the 
Puget Sound Company, and the Bis­ 
marck Land Office being open for busi­ 
ness, the attorney of the Northern Pa­ 
cific was sent here to obtain, if he could, 
a settlement of the townsite question. 
This settlement is desired, because the 
railroad will undoubtedly be pushed 
west next season, the Territory will be 
divided, and the Capitol probably lo­ 
cated here, which, together with the 
Black Hills excitement that will follow 
the opening of the Little Missouri 
region, which will certainly be accom­ 
plished next season, whether the Indian 
title to the Hills is or is not extinguish­ 
ed, and a great rush to this country of 
capital and labor seeking investment or 
employment, not to speak of an extens­ 
ive settlement of farming lands, will 
follow. 
For their own benefit they desire this 
settlement, as well as for the benefit of 
those who have built upon the lots the 
Puget Sound Company offered for sale. 
Their attorney has so adjusted prices 
that they are wholly satisfactory to all 
classes, and they ask the people to join 
in a petition that will put them,through 
the Puget Sound Company, whose stock 
and property they have bought, in pos­ 
session of their rights, while tho peo­ 
ple lose nothing. 
They offer to car­ 
ry out everv contract made by the old 
townsite company, and where money 
has not been paid by other parties, to 
put persons in possession of the prop­ 
erty occupied by them; the same as if 
contracts had been made, and to those 
who have jumped lots paid for by other 
parties, they will lender all the assist­ 
ance they can—protecting them from 
injustice. 
When the people join in this petition 
the Company allege they can settle this 
difficulty and that they can npt do it 
until then. Until then they can not 
compromise 
with other contestants. 
But with this petition signed they have 
a clear coast before them and know 
what they can do. and how they can do 
it. 
The citizen’s committeq^ howeyer, 
wbÚe they claim to desire a;8eitl^toppt 
df the contest and allege that th ^ áre 
willing that the* Railroad Company 
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tbey object Cb" the 
is prqpqi^ to gain title. Their 
néy, they a l t ^ , aa;jto this petition is 
pTreinatpIre; that^tj^: to ^ t fin t be ob­ 
tained and tffen a petition be presented 
for disposition. Col. Gray regards the 
pptitioo as a necessaiy preliminary, and 
tbey declare Miat so long as he takes 
tbat view of the law, and acts on it, so 
long they will oppose bis^ position, and 
they declare their ability to defeat him, 
and in the end force him to accept their 
position;—terms we do not. understand 
|hey offer. 
On the one hand we have a ring of 
land-grabbers who refuse to compro­ 
mise, fighting the Railroad Company» 
and by any means within their reach, 
not hesitating to stoop to fraud or 
means of revenge, aided, indirectly, by 
a class of citizens whose intentions are 
no doiibt good,but,who seem prejudiced, 
and whose course is suicidal to the best 
interests of the town, all opposing with 
might and main every effort of the Rail­ 
road Company to settle the contest. 
It is charged tbat the Main Street 
business men are bonght because they 
want the contest ended; the T r ib u n e is 
bought because it has opinions and 
dares express them;tbe poor mechanic, 
who sees clearly where his interests lie 
and signs the petition, is bought; only 
the committee is pure, and those who 
sustain them without stain, no matfer 
what their motives may he. 
So far as the T r ib u n e is concerned no 
man, except the Jackman crowd, has 
offered a consideration for its supposed 
influence; none but those of the citi­ 
zen’s committee have threatened oppo­ 
sition because of the course we have 
chosen to take; and should any member 
of the Puget Sound Company, or any 
one else, offer us anything for the work 
we are supposed to have done in their 
interest, they would probably meet with 
the same treatment that another did. 
While he was not kicked out of the of­ 
fice, he has not called since—he does not 
know the T r ib u n e people now. 
The T r ib u n e is not for sale—neither 
its opinions, material, or supposed in­ 
fluence. It was established without the 
aid of one dollar from the people, ex­ 
cept as they paid for what they got; 
without one dollar from the. Railroad 
Company, or a dollar, or the promise of 
a dollar, or a lot, or any favor of any 
kind from the Puget Sound Company. 
We shall fight for Bismarck’s best in­ 
terests even though Bismarckers turn 
and rend us, and look for our reward 
as the business of the place is built up. 
But we have an interest, and a pe­ 
cuniary interest, in seeing this thing 
settled, and every business man, every 
mechanic, every laboring man here has 
an interest of' a like nature. Eiren Mr. 
Hobart, of the citizen’s committe, ad­ 
mits that he will not be injured by the 
settlement proposed, nor will the inter­ 
ests of his friends he injured,but alleges 
that there is a principle at stake. So 
the heathen Chinee thinks when he 
commits hari-kari on the grave of a 
dead relative. The question is wholly 
one of dollars and cents, and has no 
moi*e principle in it than there is in 
the question whether it is better to buy 
your groceries at Raymond’s or at Mc­ 
Lean’s. 
It is those who are responsible for 
this prolonged contest who withhold 
rom the company their rights, not 
these who join in the petition asked, 
which will settle the question, that 
should suffer reproach. 
Nothing ean be lost by signing this 
letition; much may be gained. 
Time 
;o Bismarck is money as well as time 
to individuals. . 


Elsewhere will be found the official 
canvass of the vote of Burleigh County, 
cast at the recent election, It will be 
seen that 33 votes were cast for Mr. 
Singiser, present Register, for Register 
of Deeds, and thirty-three for J. H. 
Richards, present Deputy Register, for 
Judge of Probate. 
The Canvassing 
Board determined that these persons 
were elected to the offices named, and 
will issue them certificates of election. 
The effect of this movement, unless it 
falls to the ground, as it |»rohabl^ #iH, 
would be to extend the term of* Hr. 
Singiser, as Register, one year, and to 
disp.^i^litr. BoVen as Judge of Pro­ 
bate, pnttihg Mr. Richards in bis stead.

A few votes were east for them, and 
the Canvassing Board have given, on 
these informal ballots, certificates of 
election. 
Mr. Singiser insists that this is no 
concern of his, and Mr. Richards that 
be has bad no part in i t Mle believe 
them, and for their own good name, 
hope that those disposed to lay the at­ 
tempted trickery at their door will prove 
tobe mistaken. 
No vacancy exists in either of the of- 
ffces named, for the persons elected at- 
the first general election after the coun­ 
ty was organized bold office.for a full 
term of two years. Hr. Singiser was 
so elected last fall for Register, and Mr. 
Bowen for Judge of Probate. 
Trouble enough was had from the 
election contests last fall without forc­ 
ing another fight, with the expense this 
time thrown on the county, as it will 
be, should a contest follow. 
We can 
not for a moment think that either of 
the gentlemen named will claim the of­ 
fices to which they are declared elected 
by the Canvassing Board. 


The location of the depot in a fron­ 
tier town fixes the centres for trade 
and determines the value of proper­ 
ty, The Railroad Company can not be 
expected to give away all of the best 
lots near the depot, as some expect them 
to do, when by changing their track at 
an expense of $2,500, they can locate 
the depot on grounds wholly their own, 
and be able to give immediate title to 
occupants. It sounds well, this talk of 
reserving a portion of the proceeds 
from the sale of lots to be used for pro­ 
viding a fire department, etc., but un­ 
less title can be obtained there are not 
likely to be any proceeds. It no doubt 
pleases Hackett, this talk of giving him 
a slice oC the townsite, and dividing 
the remainder between the people and 
the Railroad Company,bat the Railroad 
péople, through the Puget Sound Com­ 
pany, believe that their claim is prior 
to any other. 
Their lawyers have 
looked this matter all over and are sat­ 
isfied that this is the case. They are 
so well satisfied of it that they are not 
willing to take title in any other man­ 
ner. The Railroad Company have sub­ 
mitted their propositions. If the peo­ 
ple accept them, that ends the contest; 
if they do not, tbat ends the town so 
fár as the north half of Section Four 
ié concerned. And it is only necessary 
fdr Col. Gray to report that it is use­ 
less to dally longer to effect that result. 


It is by remarks such as: “There 
cbmes the s—n of a b- 
-h now,” ap- 
[died by Jackman to his opponents, as 
they meet him on the street, that is re­ 
lied upon to promote the interests of 
the “St.Paul land grabhens,”and to pre­ 
vent a settlement of the townsite diffi­ 
culties. This remark was applied to 
Col. Sweet as he passed along the 
street the other day. Similar epithets 
were applied to Mr. White, and similar 
epithets have been applied to Col. Gray, 
Judge Bowen has been denounced by 
this man as everything vile,and already 
a war has been inaug;urated on the new 
and officers because tbey do not pro­ 
mote the schemes of a certain party as 
the old Register of the Pembina office 
did. One of the. ^leading citizens was 
arrested on a trumped-up charge and 
lis examination staved off from day to 
day, while a threat was held over him 
to prevent his taking an active interest 
in the townsite contest. Other threats 
of persecution have been made, and 
witnesses have beenpampered with.

T H E B L A C K H IL L S . 
Another Practical Miner TeeUfies to There Éelng 
Gold in the Black EilU Country—'The Beauty 
and Fertility of the Valleys- 
Mr. Matt. Comer, who serred as wag­ 
on master under command of Capt 
Smith, quartermaster in the late Custer 
expedition, and who is highly recom­ 
mended by Capt. Smith for the intelli­ 
gence and faithfulness with which he 
assisted in the care of the wagon train, 
states as follows, concerning his obser- 
vstions in the Black Hills country: 
It is one of the most beautiful moun­ 
tain countries he has ever seen. The 
soil of the valleys is black and is very 
rich as is evidenced by the rank veg­ 
etation. Pure water is abundant. That 
the climate is mild is shown by the 
abundance of game and the variety of 
natural vegetable productions including 
a great number of species of wild flowers 
and all the forest trees that are native 
to Kansas and Nebraska. In the north­ 
ern ranges the timber is mostly pine, 
spruce, etc., large timber and looking at 
a distáñoé as if it would cut up into the 
best of lumber, but Mr. Comer, who is 
not himself a judge of timber, was told 
that the pine was of inferior quality and 
most of it useless for lumbering. He 
noticed only Norway and pifch pine. 
Southward from Custer Valley, he says, 
are forests of bard-wood timber. 
That gold was found there in paying 
quantities and that the indications are 
such as promise large returns from fu­ 
ture prospecting, he knows by personal 
observation. The first gold was dis­ 
covered by Ross and McKay in Custer 
Valley, which descends from what ap­ 
peared to be an upland prairie, is bor­ 
dered by such prairie for eight or ten 
miles,.and is a very large valley, grad­ 
ually narrowing until about fifteen miles 
below where the camp was pitched it 
becomes a narrow gulch. Mr. Ross has 
had large mining experience in Montana 
and Gtjorado, -^d Mr. McKay in Cali- 
fornt^a * Bat Ik .

Important Postal Changes* 
Complying with requests received 
from several publishers, we publish a 
synopsis of the new postal law which 
goes into effect Jan. 1st, next, unless 
the law be changed at the coming ses­ 
sion 0Í Congress. Under the new sys­ 
tem,postage on ordinary articles carried 
by mail, and which in 
cases it will 
be necessary to prepay, will be os fol- 
lowe:1. On letters, sealed packages, mail 
matter wholly or partly in writing, 
except book manuscripts and corrected 
proof-sheets and local or “drop” letters, 
three cents for each half ounce or frac­ 
tion thereof. 
2 On local or “drop” letters, two 
cents for each half dance or fraction 
thereof. 
3 On daily papers not over four 
ounces in weight, thirty-five cents per 
quarter, (three months); the same six 
times per week,thirty cents; tri-weei»J^ 
fifteen cents; semi-weekly, ten cents. 
All the above are for one quarter— 
three months. 
4 On monthly magazines weighing 
not over four ounces the rates per quar­ 
ter is three cents; the same, over four 
ounces and not over eight, six cents. 
5 On quarterly magazines the post­ 
age for the above weight is respectively 
two and three cents. 
6 Ob pamphlets, occasional publica­ 
tions, transient newspapers, magazines

“ It is perhaps too late to order any of the infantry 
from Fort Shaw to the passes about the Gallatin Yal- 
le.v, but next year we shall give direction for such 
diapositi n of the troops as will satisfy the people of 
that section. It is b.rd to meet all the demands made 
on oar small forces throughout the Territories, but 
we are always willing to do the best we can. We 
hope to be able to open up all the country from the 
western slope of the Black Hills to the Gallatin Val­ 
ley before a very long period. Next spring I will open 
the Yellowstone to the mouth of the Big Horn if 
there is water e ough in the channel to atfford an Qg- 
diharv sized Missouri River steamboat to ascend.

Sherman on the Army. 
From the bt. Paul Press. 
Gen. Sherman is a eloquent writer and 
a good talker. In the Army and Navy 
Journal for September 26th he prints 
tho concluding chapter of an unpublish­ 
ed memoir, under the head of,“The Mil­ 
itary Lessons of the War,” and it is a 
most instructive and entertaining con­ 
tribution to our military literature. Let 
us give a resume of the most interest­ 
ing part. 
Gen. Sheaman says that preparations 
for the rebellion ought to have been 
made “years before” it broke out; for 
Gen. Scott told him as early as 1850 
that “the country was on the eve of 
civil war” on account of slavery. The 
market value of the slaves was $2,500,- 
000,000, and “ignoring the moral side 
of the question, a cause that engendered 
so vast a moneyed interest was an ade­ 
quate cause of anxiety and preparation, 
and the Northern leaders surely ought 
to have forseen the danger and prepared 
for it.” And it was because no prepara­ 
tion was made, ho says, that the people 
of the North were thought to be pusil- 
animous. 
Sherman coincides with McClellan in 
approving the German system of re­ 
cruiting and urging its adoption by the 
Uuited States. The real difficulty dur­ 
ing the war, he says, was to obtain 
enough good soldiers. The men who 
voluntarily enlisted at the beginning 
of the war were the best soldiers we 
ever had. Sherman says on this point: 
“Once organized, the regiment should 
be kept full by recruits, and when it be­ 
comes difficult to obtain more recruits, 
the pay should be raised by Congress, 
instead of tempting new men by exag­ 
gerated bounties. I believe it would 
have been more economical to have 
raised the pay of the soldier to $30 or 
even $50 a month, than to have held 
out the promise of $300, and even $600, 
in the form of bounty. Toward the close 
of the war, I have often heard the sol­ 
diers complain that the ‘stay-at-home’ 
men got better pay, bounties, and food, 
than they who were exposed to all the 
dangers and vicissitudes of the battle 
and marches at the front. The feeling 
of tho soldier should be that in every 
event, the sympathy and preference of 
the government is for him who fights, 
rather than for him who is on provost 
or guard duty to the rear, and like most 
men, he measures this by the amount 
of pay. Of course the soldier must be 
trained to obedience, and should be ‘con­ 
tent with his wages,’ but whoever has 
commanded an army in the field knows 
the difference between a willing, con­ 
tented mass of men, and one that feels 
a cause of grievance. There is a soul 
to an army as well as to an individual 
man, and no general can accomplish the 
full work of his army, unless he com­ 
mands the souls of his men, as well as 
their bodies and legs.” 
The regiments, when they become re­ 
duced, should befillled up with recruits, 
instead of being allowed to dwindle in­ 
to skeletons', wVile récruitsgo into uew 
regiments. Recruits added to old regi­ 
ments i^e twice as serviceable. ‘‘The 
German method of recruitment is simp* 
ly perfect, and there is no good reason 
why we should not follow it snbstan- 
tially.” 
By tho German system,every educated 
or wealthy man of a certain “class” is 
impressed into the army for one year’s 
service, and every illiterate or poor, 
man for three years; as there are no 
ranks in this country this would have 
to be reduced to' a lével,so as to give rich 
and poor, learned and ignorant, an 
equal service.” 
The rest of the article will be of the 
closest interest to ail who have been 
soldiers, for it chiefly treats of the com­ 
missary, quartermaster’s and hospital 
service, añd‘ methods for ^making them 
’'more effective.

cause of success. .These all become mat­ 
ters that are never forgotlen.”

First, the reporters, correspon­ 
dents and officers with the Custer expe 
dition gave such incoherent reports anc 
stupidly ignorant accounts of the re 
ported discoveries as to lead an ordin 
ary mortal to suppose that they hac 
been fooled by the “mica in the water;” 
but now Col.Fred Grant makes a “state 
meat,” and says: “The rock in which 
it is claimed that gold was discovered 
is of a metamorphic character, in which 
no precions metals have been found.” 
Slate, limestone and gneiss are classei 
with metamorphic rocks, and the best 
diggings in Montana are found on these 
rocks. In fact minerologist have delib 
erately written that metals are never 
fouiid with the primative rocks, ir 
Colonel Fred Grant can give no better 
reason for his opinion, he had better 
give his scientific knowledge a rest 
Gold does exist in the Black Hills 
metamorphic or no metamorphic; and all 
miners are interested in knowing is 
whether it exists in paying quantities 
—Montana Missoulan.
